has the money been returned and when 
asked if the matter had been called to 
the attention of these gentdemen, Mr.

The same was true of Samar, but the 
use of troops on Samar and the use of 
the scouts and constabulary in Cavite 
has put an end to this business; how- 
ever, there were two or three men re- 
sponsible for the keeping up of the la- 
dronism, who had not been captured. 

“Some of the younger men of education 
have been advocating immediate inde- 
pendence, It therefore became necessary 
to state with considerable emphasis the 
#olicy of the administration on this sub- 
ject and to say that in the opinion of 
the administration there was no pos- 
sible hope for independence short of a 
generation, because the people could not 
be fitted for self-government in that 
time; indeed, it will probably take a

ELL, I had a new experience 
last week,’ said Mr. Jack J. 
Spalding, “in being sick in 
bed at the Waldorf-Astoria, in New York 
city. It does look like if there is an 
inappropriate place for a fellow to be 
sick it is at the Waldorf.

papers published such a flaming account 
of as having been played on one of the 
steamships recently coming across.

ARBITRATORS TO REPORT 
IN BIG TAX CASES TODAY 


Putnam County Lost Out on Local Taxation for 
Schools---State Reformatory To Be Settled 
Next Week---State Capitol Gossip. 


WO boards of arbitration in big 
railroad tax cases were in session 
yesterday, but in neither instance 


adjourned to meet today, when it is 
expected they will complete their reports 
and submit their findings to the comp- 
troller general. | 

The board of arbitration in the case

did they quite conclude their work and sr paci 


of the Seaboard Air Line met yesterday | 
morning, and was in session again in 
the afternoon. This board is composed 
of Railroad Commissioner Warner Hill, 
representing the state; T. A. Hammond, 
of Atlanta, for the railroad, and Judge 
R. T. Daniel, of Griffin, umpire. The 
board, at a former meeting, found it 
practically impossible to reach an agree- 
ment, and the matter was left in the 
hands of the umpire: However, upon 
the reassembling of the board yesterday 
there was further discussion of the prop- 
erty’s valuation, and a final meeting will 
be held this morning for the purpose of 
concluding the report. There is a dif- 
ference of about $3,500,000 in the vaju- 
ation of the Seaboard’s property between 
the state and the railroad company. 

The arbitrators of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company’s tax returns were 
in session a large part of the day yes- 
terday, and finished hearing the evidence 
and &rguments. This board is composed 
of Commissioner Hill, representing the 
state; Alex Smith, of Atlantta, for the 
railroad company, and J. D. Howard, of 
Milledgeville, umpire. The board will 
meet tomorrow to finish its work and 
reporq to the comptroller general. There 
is a difference of about $2,000,000 in the 
property valuations between the state 
and the railroad company. 


Must Surrender First. 

A strong application for pardon has 
been filed with the prison commission in 
behalf of Zeb Caflan, a white man, of 
Banks county, who, upon the charge that 
he shot a young boy while. the latter was 
in bed, was convicted of assault with in- 
tent to murder, but recommended to the 
mercy of the court. 

Carlan’s attorneys gave notice of an 
appeal to the supreme court, Judge Rus- 
sell having refused a new trial, and sen- 
tenced the defendant to five years in the 
penitentiary. Under this notice Carlan 
was allowed to go on bond, the time 
for taking the appeal passed, when 2n 
effort was made to find Carlan for the 
purpose of taking him to the peniten- 
tiary, he had disappeared.. The trial took 
place in September, 1903. 

Now it is claimed that there is newly 
discovered evidence which may clear Car- 
lan of the crime, and as a result of 
this many have signed the application 
for clemency in ‘his behalf. 

The prison commission. however, can 
take no action in the matter until Carlan 
has surrendered himself and begun the 
service .of his term in the penitentiary. 
Under the law the prison commission 
has no jurisdiction over any but those 
actually in the penitentiary, and Carlan

Should Post Himself. 

The editor of The Bainbridge Demo- 
crat should post himself on the law re- 
garding judges of the superior court. In 
the course of a brief editorial paragraph 
dealing with this subject, he makes three 
very grave errors, and draws conclu- 
sions which could only be drawn fr-m 
an incorrect statement of the facts. 

The paragraph from The Bainbridge 
Democrat to which allusion is made, is 
as follows: 

“By reason of the illness of Judge 
Henry J. Sheffield, Governor Terrell has 
gone way off to north Georgia and ap- 
pointed a successor in the person of ex- 
Judge Dick Russell, who recently -re- 
signed the judgeship and entered the 
race for governor. But as this gives 
Dick new pastures to glean in the way 
of votes in the Pataula circuit he will 
doubtless accept the appointment for 
Judge Sheffield’s place. But isn’t it a 
slap in the face to the bar of the Pa- 
taula circuit by the ruling dynasty, 
though! The governor’s reason or ex- 
cuse for doing it will probably show it- 
self later in the campaign, but that it's 
politics at the bottom of it we haven't 
a doubt.’’ 

In the foregoing paragraph The Demo- 
crat states that Judge R. B. Russell has 
resigned as judge of the western cir- 
cuit; that Governor Terrell has appointed 
him to succeed Judge Sheffield, and, 
therefore, by implication, that Judge 
Sheffield must have resigned his office or 
been forced out of it. 

There ‘could scarcely be made a more 
careless. statement of the facts of the 
case, but it probably arises from igno- 
rance rather than a desire to misprepre- 
sent. 

In the first place, Judge Russell has not 
resigned, but is still on the bench, In 
the second place, Governor Terrell has 
not appointed him to succeed Judge Shef- 
field, nor did he ever consider so appoint. 
ing him. No governor has ever gone out- 
side of a circuit to name its judge, nor 
woulqg he consider such action for a mo- 
ment. Finally Judge Sheffield, who has 
been somewhat incapacitated by reason 
of illness, is still on the bench of the 
Pataula circuit, and will, we hope, remain 
there for many years. . 

The truth about the matter, and the ed- 
itor of The Democrat might have known 
it if he had taken the trouble to investi- 
gate without jumping at conclusions 
which he thought would detract from the 
state administration, is simply this: The 
legislature at its present recent session 
passed a law providing that where the 
judge of any circuit ig incapacitated 
from holding court at the appointed time 
by reason of illness or otherwise, the 
governor shall designate a judge from 
another circuic to hold court tempor- 
arily in his place, and the expenses of 
the judge so designated shall be paid by 
the state. The law was passed with a 
view to putting In the form of a require- 
ment what hag heretofore been only a 
common courtesy among the circuit 
judges. 

Under this law Governor Terrell thought 
he would be called upon to designate 


some circuit judge to hold Early county 
court on account of Judge Sheffield’s 
sickness. and if the appointment had 
been made it would have held good only 
during the term of Early superior court. 
The governor had under consideration 
Judge R. B. Russell for this service, he 
being the mos; available judge at the 
time, but at the request of the bar, Judge 
Sheffield adjourned Early court to a later 
date, and thus made action by the gov- 
ernor unnecessary.

Local Taxation Lost. 

Local taxation for schools was defeat- 
ed in Putnam county in the election ‘held 
there Monday, by about twenty votes, 
according to a letter received yesterday 
by State School Commissioner Merritt 
from County School Commissioner M. B.

‘touched’ him jin a peculiar way. Whetn- 
er he was ‘carried on a mountain’ Or 
‘finto a backroom,’ or ‘up a tree’ is not 
known certainly; but it is evident «that 
the ‘political fixer’ got hold of the boy 
and carried him somewhere, for about 
September 1|0, 1905, he issued a politicai 
manifesto, which went the rounds of the 
press, ‘genero@sly’ declining to enter 
the race for congress aguinst Gordon Lez 
and giving as a reason that Lee was 
‘entitled to a second term.’ In that -let- 
ter occurs this remarkable and utterly 
inconsistent statement: 

“If the’ decision last year had been 
in my favor, as it was in his, I would 
have felt and insisted that fair play, 
democratic usage and the public good as 
well, demanded a reelection to a second 
term.”’

Physicians and Ministers To 
Be Fined for Viola- 
tions. 


Augusta, Ga., September 27.—(Special.) 
Drastic measures have been adopted by 
_the board of health to force physicians 
and minietera to furnish the vital statis- 
tics relafive to births and marriages, and 
also to force physicians to promptly re- 
port al] forms of contagious and infec- 
tious diseases found in their practices. 

For months it has been recognized that 
the statistics in the above departments 
were incomplete owing to the failure to 
report deaths, .aarriages and contagious 
diseases. Through circular letters and 
booklets those upon whom it devolves 
to furnish the information were acqueint- 
ed with the existing laws and the abso- 
lute necessity of securing the data di- 
rect from them. The officers of the 
board deciare that despite these notices, 
the laws are not being complied with. 

Last night a resolution was adopted by 
the board asking the police department 
for a detective to ferret out vioiations 
of these laws. Those guilty of violating 
the laws will be reported to the recor- 
der’s court and fines imposed.
